A Columbus man, Richard Steele, 
was found not guilty of probable cause in 
the alleged rape of a white woman who 
claimed the violent crime occurred in a 
vacant house on March 25. According to 
the grand jury, and Steele's attorney, the 
woman lied. 

Steele's attorney said the story the 
woman fabricated, went beyond a white 
lie. "They had consensual sex," Steele 
said. 

“It's very pleasing that he was found 
not guilty,” said attorney Andrew Love. 
“Rape is a very setious and. violent 
charge. It’s almost as bad if the person 
is only accused. It's nice to know the man 
didn't engage in a violent act, but con- 
sensual sex."

OSU student convicted, for 
resisting arrest, disorderly conduct

State University student, was found guilty 
of disorderly conduct and resisting arrest 
by a jury on Friday, May 21. Columbus 
police officers Daniel Adair and Matt Lan- 
don filed the charges against Michelle 
over a March 11 campus area arrest. 

Police reports state that the arrest was 
a result of a dispute over an attempt to 
impound Michelle's sister Melody’s car. 
The reports claim Michelle made 
derogatory racial remarks to the officers, 
resisted arrest by thrashing her arms and 
legs and "going limp," assaulting officer 
Adair in the process 

Campus groups such as Afrikans 
Committed To Improving Our Nation (AC- 
TION) and the Nation of Islam protested 
in Michelle's support. Despite the 
protests and charges by Michelle that the 
officers used excessive force in arresting 
her, the jury, which consisted of three 
Blacks and five whites, rendered a guilfy 
verdict on the disorderly conduct and 
resisting arrest charges. The assault 
charge was dismissed 

Common Pieas Court Judge Marvin 
Romanoff sentenced Michelle to five 
days in jail starting Aug. 16, a $250 fine, 
ordered her to pay court costs (which 
could equal up to $1000) and 80 hours of 
community service. 

Reginald Cooke, Michelle's attorney, 
called the sentence "utterly cruel, con-

sidering she had no record, her character 
and the fact that even the jury asked for 
leniency." 

Cooke called Judge Romanoff's han 
dling of the trial "judicial error’ because 
he ordered the jury to deliberate twice 
after they couldn't come up with a verdict 
on the disorderly conduct charge, inciting 
the anger of at least one of the jurors. The 
third deliberation produced a guilty ver- 
dict on the disorderly conduct charge 
though the jurors pleaded for leniency in 
sentencing

impact council lines?

In a federal courtroom in Cincin- 
vati, a trial has been in session 
which could have a potent impact 
yn city political races throughout the 
state, including several of Ohio's 
argest cities. It is the push by a 
yroup of Black Cincinnatians to in- 
sfease their representation and in- 
luence on city council by 
overturning that city’s "at large" sys- 
em of electing council members. 

The group, a coalition of civil and 
yoting rights organizations in Cin- 
Xinnati represented by 14 named 
laintiffs, has charged that the at 
arge system of voting, coupled with 
bioc voting by white voters, have 
worked te-dilute Black voting 
strength. Although an estimated 40 
percent. of Cincinnati's 364,000 
residents are Black, Blacks hold 
only two of the nine council seats. 
And that percentage represents an 
increase over recent years; there 
have been periods when.no Black 
sat on the Cincinnati city council. 

In testimony before Federal Dis- 
trict Court Judge Herman Weber, 
Theodore M. “ted" Berry, a legend 
in Cincinnati politics and the city's 
first Black mayor, testified about 
what he believed was a racist 1957 
campaign to eliminate the city’s 
“proportional representation" bal- 
loting system -- which had led to his 
election as the first Black member 
of Cincinnati city council -- and 
replace it with an at-large system. 

Under proportional repre- 
sentation, voters ranked their 
choices from the first through the 
ninth using a “single transferable 
vote” method. It is designed to 


recognize voter intensity, and was 
feared by white voters as enabling 
Blacks to dominate the elections by 
focusing their votes on behalf of a 
handful of Blaek candidates. 

Berry recalled that the campaign 
to outlaw proportional repre- 
sentation was marred by whispered 
charges that he would end up be- 
coming mayor due to proportional 
representation, and would then buy 
property in previously all-white 
areas and use it to integrate Blacks, 


After the 1957 repeal of propor- 
tional representation, it would be 
another six years before another 
Black served on Cincinnati city 
council -- Berry himself. A University 
of New. Orleans researcher, 
Richard Engstrom, noted that, his- 
torically, white voters repeatedly 
“vetoed” the city council choices 
made by Black voters, through their 
overwhelming support for other 
white candidates. Engstrom noted 
that, in two years, 1985 and 1987, 
a Black candidate who was most 
preferred by the Black community 
was not elected to city council, in 
each case losing because they 
ranked very low in support among 
white voters. : 

The at-large system of elections 
is common in Ohio politics. Current- 
ly, Columbus, Dayton, and Toledo 
have at-large elections for council 
seats, although Toledo is currently 
considering a mixed system of at- 
large seats and council districts. 

At-large elections were en- 
dorsed in the early 1900s as a 
means to end the "machine politics" 
which was common in that era. 
Progressive, "good-government" 
organizations said that at-large 


elections would result in an im- 
provement in the quality of persons 
running for office, and the election 
of council members more broadly 
focused on the interests of the en- 


tire city; rather than of a particular ~ 


neighborhood. 
it Black groups in various cities 
have opposed at-large elections as 
making it more difficult to elect 
Black candidates to council seats. 
The need to raise large sums of 
money, and the need to build much 
broader alliances in citywide races, 
increase the likelihood of defeat for 
the most outspoken Black can- 
didates, district advocates charge. 
in Columbus, three of the city's 
seven council members are Black -- 
a percentage almost double the 
percentage of Blacks in the city 
population. In Dayton, two of the 
five city commission members, in- 
cluding Mayor Clay Dixon, are 
Black. 

in Cincinnati, only two of the nine 
council members are Black. And 
both of those, Mayor Dwight Tillery 
(the mayor is the council meriber 
who gets the highest number of 
votes in the previous election) and 
Tyrone Yates, were elected after 
the threat of districting became 
widespread, and city council had- 
considered various mechanisms to 
increase the voting strength of 
Black voters. 

It is uncertain when, or how, 
Judge Weber will rule on the case, 
However, a decision to overturn 
Cincinnati's at-large system as a 
violation of the federal voting rights 
act will likely result in Blacks in other 
major cities in Ohio taking a closer 
look at districting. 


Judge McGee explains 
why juvenile offenders 


are a "shared responsibili

On a day-to-day basis, Judge 
Yvette McGee sees children who 
have dealt with parental abandon- 
ment, sexual and substance abuse. 
She wants the public to start 
demanding better from the juvenile 
court system, and she insists posi- 
tive change is possible. 

Tragically, for the Black com- 
munity, 58 percent of the children 
committed to the Department of 
Youth Services are Black. Statistics 
have consistently shown that Black 
males between the ages of 16 and 
17 are the primary offenders of 
juvenile crimes. 

Judge McGee points out that al- 
though the violent crimes attract the 
media, property offenses were the 
number one crime committed by 
juveniles. But property offenders 
must be strictly dealt with to prevent 
repeat offenses, that may ultimately 
graduate to violent crimes. 

Whois to blame for the problems 
our Black children face? 

"|_think. it is a shared problem," 
said Judge McGee, “| don't think 
children come into this world des- 
tined to be criminals." 

She attributes the criminal ten- 
dencies partly to children who lack 
good paréntal guidance and“a sys- 
tem that lets them down." 

"We don't teach children to be 
good parents. As we sée younger 
and younger people having 
children, who don't have the parent- 
ing skills to parent properly, youend 


up-with  childrenwith no defined

boundaries. They don't learn limits 
and they don't have discipline. 

"They come into this world and 
they don't get what all children need 
-- love, respect, discipline and en- 
couragement. When they can't get 
it from home, they go out and look 
for external sources to validate 
them in those areas." 

According to Judge McGee, the 
other side to the problem lies within 
the court systems, the children ser- 
vice systems and the mental health 
systems. “Our system is not set up 
to deal. with multi-need children. 
The children we see now are in 
crisis; not from one problem but 
from multiple problems." 

_McGee sees children with a 


“a probleiis;" who need-ac- 


cess to a variety of different ser- 
vices. Instead the primary concern 
is with the budget and who will pay 
for the service. 

Unlike other people who accept 
the system, Judge McGee looks at 
her job as a responsibility and a 
long-term commitment to the 
children who need her help. If a 
child is placed on probation, she 
gives them things to accomplish, in 
the attempt to divert them from the 
streets 

Within 90 days, ifthe offender 
chooses not to remain in school, he 
or she must take the General 
Education Diploma exam (GED) 
and get employment. By doing this 
McGee hopes to build up his or her 
self-esteem and keep them off of 
the streets. 

"| don't think you can tell kids, 
‘I'm putting you on probation, so go 
out there and succeed.’ They're 
going back to the same things - the 
same violence, the same dysfunc- 
tional family and the pull of the 
street is very hard, she explains.” 

Despite problems within the 
juvenile system, Judge McGee 
does see signs of optimism. "There 
are people working hard to make a 
difference, but there are also 
people interested in the system 
staying the same. If we deal with 
these children on the front end; 
we're not going to have to spend 
$12 thousand to lock them up." 

The public must voice their out- 
rage about how their children are 
being treated. "No matter what the 
cost, these are young people worth 


saving,” McGee.concluded, << member of your. family.

It is disturbing that right-wing conservatives have 
been using Guinier’s writings to launch a smear cam- 
paign on her candidacy. As the Justice Department's 
chief civil rights official, Guinier (if approved) has 
pledged to use the role in the manner it was intended 
-- fo improve the climate of civil rights nationally for 
those who have been victimized by discrimination, 

Guinier has pledged to undo the right-wing zealotry 
and opposition to affirmative action and other civil rights 
measures that so’characterized the past 12 years in 
the Justice Department, and for that the conservatives 
are implacable. 

But those conservatives do not, we believe, speak 
for the rest of America. President Clinton has made a 
fine selection in Lani Guinier, and that selection should 
be approved by the Senate.

spend $28 million to hire an additional 904 correc- 
tions officers to staff the prisons.

The need for these officers is clear. Ata ratio of eight 
prisoners per guard, Ohio's prisons are understaffed 
worse than almost any prison system in the nation 
These 904 guards will make a small dent in that prison 
staffing problem, and thus could ease some of the 
tensions behind the walls. 

But focusing simply on the problem of staffing could 
have thé effect of Making a bad situation worse; Ash 
been made perfectly clear by the recent arrest of a 
Lucasville guard for bringing live ammunition into the 
prison illegally, the problems within the prison must be 
seen to include problems with the guards themselves. 
Prisoners at Lucasville had complained about the be- 
havior of a number of guards. There had been allega- 
tions that some of the guards were implicated with white 
facist organizations common in the prisons, such as 
the Christian Identity movement and the White Aryan 
Resistance. 

At the same time, prisoners have complained for 
years about brutality and insensitivity by the prison 
guards -- behavior which, itself, can exacerbate prison 
tensions. : 


The creation of a safe environment within the state's 
pehal institutions cannot come merely by the addition 
of any number of guards, if there is no additional 
commitment to better screening of guards and im- 
proved training. Simply hiring more guards will not 
solve the problem of prison unrest, if there is no way to 
identify which guards are racist or corrupt or brutal. 

At the same time, the legislature should not take 
money from programs for inmate enrichment, recrea- 
tion and treatment in order to fund additional guards. 
The state's prisons are tense enough as it is; eliminat- 
ing recreational and social outlets, and cutting back on 


as critical services -suctr as drug-and-alcohel-counseling,— 
will ultimately do more harm than good. 


Guards are certainly a part of the equation for prison 
safety. But they are not the only part. The average stay 
in prison, experts have said, is less than three years. 
Therefore, the individual sent into prison in 1991 is likely 
to be coming back on the street right now. It is in the 
best interests of all Ohioans that we guard that person 
effectively while he is in the prison. At the same time, 
we must also generate the resources to ensure that he 
gains skills, training and treatment so he will be a better 
person when he comes back out on the street. In our 
push to add more guards, we cannot forget that.

And Senate Bill 138, sponsored by Galloway

So Sheerer signed on as a co- 
sponsor of the bill: But -- in what 
represents the perfect example of 
the dangerous intersection of race, 
gender, and politics -- Sheerer swiftly 
found herself attacked for her sup- 
port of the measure, and recently 
had to send a public notice in the community dissociat- 


ing herself from the bill. 


In a senate district which is about 40 percent Black 
-- andin which Blacks probably will comprise more than 
half the electorate in a Democratic primary -- Sheerer 
had. fallen into one of the legislature's most potent 


White female legislators, especially Democratic 
ones, have been generally sympathetic to the need for 
some set-aside measure. However, their efforts to 
have the program expanded to include white females 
have run into ongoing opposition from Black legis- 
lators.

She attributed her support for the 
measure to her misreading of the legislation, and 
promised to have her name taken off the measure. 

"For all my 10 years in the Legislature, | have 
supported the Minority Set-Aside program,” Sheerer 
wrote. She also stated that she would support 
measures to create a separate set-aside for women. 

For Sheerer, the racial and political dynamic was 
clear. She had only recently been appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the election of Eric Fingerhut to 
Congress. She had gotten her seat against the deter- 
mined opposition of a Black candidate, Shaker Heights 
ato Peter Lawson Jones, and Jones had made 
noise that he would be running in the Democratic 
primary in 1994. Support for such a measure - 
developed by one of the most conservative white 
legislators in the Senate -- would be the kiss of death 
in her heavily-Black, generally-liberal district. 

But Sheerer's quick action, while politically wise, 
does not still the quiet rumblings between Blacks and 
white women over the issue of set-asides. 

Throughout the history of the Ohio minority busi- 
ness set-aside program, there has been a palpable 
tension between the interests of white female legis- 
lators and the state's Black caucus, 


pact and benefits of the program for those most 
grievously wounded by discrimination -- the state's 
minority population. It would also lead to the increase 
in illegitimate companies in the program, as many 
white business owners would simply put their com- 
panies in the names of their wives and continue busi- 
ness in that fashion. 

Indeed, a federal study of the U.S, Department of 
Transportation's Disadvantaged Business Enterprise 
program -- which merged the separate programs 
minorities and women in 1987 without changing the 
goal -- found that, in the wake of the merger, the

lack participation had dropped so steeply, the study 
found, that Blacks were largely second-class citizens 
in a program which had largely been devised by Black 
congresspersons in order to address discrimination 
which had occurred against Blacks. 

Watts’ legislation -- if it is backed strongly by his 
fellow Republican caucus members -- could pass the 
Senate. If it passed the Senate, it would likely stall in 
the House, where the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio 
have already demonstrated their opposition to it. But 
even with its likely defeat, the legislation could have 
uncomfortable ramifications for Judy Sheerer -- and

Visit from old friend 
stirs timely emotions

The other day, | had a visit from 
an old friend. We grew up together 
inan area that was not very promis- 
ing for aspiring young Black kids. 
The neighborhood left many of our 
friends with scars that would never 
heal. Many of the scars were physi- 
cal, some emotional and a few fatal. 


We discussed the different paths 
we had taken. | was a high school 
jock headed for college. He was in 
and out of trouble on his way to the 
war in the Far East. | graduated 
from college and went on to law 
school. He returned to the neigh- 
borhood finding some old familiar 
wounds. 


As | reflect back, | owe him a lot. 
He had been my protector. | was the 
brash young basketball player with 
a 3.0 grade average and the three 
point range before its time. We 
were "Cuz"'to each other. He was 
the enforcer to the neighborhood 
and very proud of his young aspir- 
ing cousin. He let it be known 
throughout the neighborhood that if 
anyone thought of doing harm to 
me, they had to deal with him. No 
one crossed that line and | have 
never forgotten it. 


He did remind me of something 
| had forgotten but have always 
lived by. We had been taught as 
children that fast money or easy 
money is seldom good money (at 
least for the kids from the neighbor- 
hood). The-only way anyone got 
rich quick was through activity that 
had "trouble" written all over it. 


Today, | know more than ever we 
«need to teach our children that there 
is no quick and easy path to suc- 
cess. The more we succeed, the 
tougher it gets. A child who wants 
to be the next Michael Jordan 
heeds to kriow that he must pay a 
dear price for that success, that 
—child_must- to__shoot 


100 foul shots a day for the next 10 


years. He must stay off drugs, dis- 
Cipline himself and be up for the 
next challenge each and every day. 
A child who wants to be a doctor, 
lawyer, writer or teacher, must ac- 
quire a love for reading. That child 
must understand that he or she can- 
not put off disciplining him or her- 
self in developing the necessary 
skills. The child must ask him or 
herself time and time again, “Am | 
teading something other than 
school work every day?" 


We must teach our children that 
they are not only competing against 
the children who sit next to them, 
but the child across town, the 
children in the next state and 
around the world. We see this every 
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day in sports and it's coming home 
in math, science, computers and 
business. 

It is never easy for us and never 
will be. Very seldom does any good 
come from a get-rich-quick 
scheme. Progress is slow, and like 


derstand this and even more dif- 
ficult for them to accept. We cannot 
ask them to accept the hand that 
they are dealt. However, we can 
teach and prepare them to avoid the 
apparent pitfalls of life when they 
are dealt a bad hand.

“The failure of the judge to accept 
the decision of the jury the first 
time totally changed the outcome 
of the case," said Cooke. "When 
they went back to the (deliberat 
ing) room and they had one par 
ticular juror that was enraged 
about this, at that time the jury 
became what we call an unfit jury. 
They had to put pressure on this 
person. There was a lot of an- 
tagonism. When you have a jury

There are two 
types of Lottery retailers: 1) CONVENTIONAL tetailers sell only Ohio 
Lottery instant Tickets. The retailer must be a conventional retailer for six 
months and establish sales of $500.00 per week before being considered 
for an on-line terminal. 2) ON-LINE retailers sell Instant tickets and 
tickets for all Lottery on-line games (Super Lotto, Kicker, Buckeye 5, and 
Pick 4).

Congressman John Lewis (D-5- 
GA) introduced the ‘Environmental 
Justice Act of 1993 recently. The 
‘Environmental Justice Act of 1993 
would empower federal agencies to 
assess the health conditions in 
communities that have high con- 
centrations of polluting facilities. 

The Act would require the collec- 
tion of data for cumulative effects of 
pollution in the air, water, and soil in 
a community, 

The legislation would mandate 
health assessments in the 100 most 
polluted localities in the Country. 
The 100 most polluted areas would 
be designated as "Environmental 
High Impact areas" (EHIAS). 
Federal and local officials would be 
required to remedy the adverse ef- 
fects of the pollution in the EHIAS. 

“People have a right to know how 
landfills, hazardous waste sites, 
manufacturing plants, incinerators 


inthe 


communities affect our health. We 
need to know how each facility af- 
fects our health. And, we need to 
know how the combination of 
facilities affects our health," Con- 
gressman Lewis said. 

"A dirty environment hurts the 
health of our communities. We must 
consider the impact of pollution on 
our communities--how to leave our 
communities a little cleaner, a little 
greener for unborn generations," 
said Congressman Lewis.

Hydrochlorothiazide was also ef- 
fective in Black men age 60 and 
older, controlling blood pressure in 
58 percent. . 

In the study about 600 African- 
American men with high blood pres- 
sure were randomly assigned a 
drug from one of the six classes or 
a placebo (a neutral compound, 
usually a sugar tablet, given to a 


The fact is, most men need to pay more 
attentiow to this part of their body.

disease and about 35,000 will die from it. 


But early detection can make a big dif- 
ference. Because prostate cancer is

“Clearly, the calcium channel 
blocker was much more effective in 
the younger African-American 
patients than any of the other 
drugs," said Materson.

And that 
is very interesting, because when 
you look at young Caucasian 
patients, captopril was the best 
drug."

“African-Americans have a dis- 
proportionate percentage of 
patients with high blood pressure," 
Materson stated. “It does a lot more 
damage than in other populations 


SO we need to treat it very aggres- 
sively." 

Not only are Blacks more likely 
to have high blood pressure than 
whites, they tend to have it earlier 
in life and to experience more 
severe effects as a result, such as 
stroke, kidney failure and heart dis- 
ease. Of the total deaths of Black 
males in the United States each 
year, 29 percent are attributed to 
high blood pressure, compared 
with 6 percent in white males. 


The study was conducted by the 
VA Cooperative Studies Program 
which coordinates clinical re- 
search and statistical evaluation of 
large-scale studies throughout the 
VA medical system. VA cooperative 
studies involving over 10,000 par- 
ticipants in more than 100 medical 
centers are being conducted cur- 
rently

We 
also fail to see our doctors regular- 
ly for pap smears, colorectal tests 
and mammograms. And we con- 
tinue to smoke cigarettes and eat 
foods high in fat and low in fiber. 
But whatever the reason, it is clear 
that a behavioral change could 
make a big difference and is 
definitely in order. 

Similarly, heart disease which 
causes strokes, heart attacks, and 
hypertension also dispropor- 
tionately affects the Black com- 
munity for many of the same 
reasons. Every one of my 
husbands's uncles (he had five) 
died of some form of heart disease. 
Of course, a certain amount of this 
is due to heredity. Even Arthur 
Ashe, a world class athlete, had a 
heart attack in his late 30's largely 
because of his family history. But 
this is no excuse to continue the 
behaviors that, make us and our 
families so vulnerable 

Because of her family history 
(my mother also had a stroke when 
she was in her*late-50's)-my 
daughter's physician monitors her 
blood cholesterol and blood pres- 
sure regularly. 

In fact, when my daughter had 
her blood cholesterol checked for 
the first time a few years ago it was 


over 225 (300 is considered high). 
She was only 26 years old. Her 
doctor showed her how to alter her 


diet and it now less than 185, well 
within normal range. 

Clearly, prevention is the key. 
Thirty percent of all cancer deaths 
are caused by smoking. Even if 
you refuse to give up smoking there

are ways that you can Help the 
community. 

* Talk to your children about the 
dangers of smoking. (Be sure to 


remove the cigarette from your 
mouth when you do so). 

* Pregnant women should stop 
smoking, for at least the length of 
their pregnancy. 

* Smokers should protect others 
from second-hand smoke by smok- 
ing outside. 

* Parents should provide 
children with opportunities to eat 
healthy, low fat foods like raw fruits 
and vegetables. 

* Bring home one new item each 
time you go to the grocery store. 

* Treat going to the doctor for an 
annual check-up as a routine mat- 
ter, like changing the oil in your car 
or buying paper and notebooks at 
the beginning of school. In other 
words, take the anxiety out of it. 

* Talk to your doctor about your 
family history. 

* Ask questions about what you 
can do to lower your risk for cancer 
and heart disease. Then follow 
their advice. : 

Dying of cancer or heart disease 
is not the inevitable conclusion of 
"being Black in America." We have 
the power and the knowledge to 
change~ our lives forthe-better, 
Remember our theme: “It is more 
compassionate to educate and 
prevent than to cure.”

If we know tHe impact we make on many 
cities’ and their businesses’ bottom. lines, 
we will make informed choices as to where 
to spend our vacations, or hold our busi- 
ness, organizational or church meetings 
and conventions. 

When Black Americans take business or 
leisure trips, attend reunions, or just take a 
day trip to the beach, they support jobs and 
businesses related to the tourism industry. 
African American travelers took 2.2 leisure 
trips in 1992. In 1991, the travel and tourism 
industry ;employed almost 6 million 
workers and had an annual payroll totaling 
$91 billion 

Since 1981, travel-related jobs grew 121 
percent and African Americans filled many 
of these jobs. realizing the economic impact 
of tourism, African Americans should make 
the most of the dollars they spend in the 
hospitality industry. 

One of the places blacks in tourism have 
experienced measurable professional 
progress is in the City of Brotherly Love. 
The rhythm of Philadelphia rings of success 
for blacks. The place that gave us The 
sound of Philly is ranked number one in the 
nation for minority tourism by the U.S. 
Travel and Tourism Administration and the 
Minority Business Development Agency. 

It is a fact that Philadelphia has more 
African American sales managers in the 
tourism/hotel/hospitality industry than any 
city in the country. The city’s convention 
bureau has the nation’s first Multicultural 
Affairs Congress, which is responsible for 
making sure that African Americans are 
involved in all professional, technical and 
business aspects of the hospitality industry. 

A city of great American history, 
Philadelphia's Johnson House on German- 
town Avenue was a major stopping point 
along the Underground Railroad and a 
meeting place for activists such as Harriet 
Tubman. A Philly “must-see" is the Mother 
Bethel AME Church on South Sixth Street, 
which was founded by Richard Allen and 
represents the oldest piece of property con- 
tinuously-owned by African Americans in 
the nation 

The Afro-American Historical and Cul- 
tural Museum, at Arch and Seventh Streets, 
useums.devoted to 
black culture. Fairmount Park, tHe world’s 
largest urban park houses the Ali-Wars 
Memorial to Black Soldiers. 

In July, the Vice President of the United 
States will cut the ribbon at Philadelphia's 
new Pennsylvgnia convention Center, the 
second largest such facility in the North- 
east. The center will help Philadelphia build 
on its reputation as the number one city for 
minority tourism. 

During its development, blacks in 


tourism convinced the “powers that be" that 


an effort should be launched to identify and 
prepare minorities for employmentand 
business careers in the hospitality industry. 
To meet this need, the city council wrote into 
the convention center lease agreement a 
ten-year; $10 million education and training 
program for the unemployed and under- 
employed in Philadelphia communities, 
Now, a four-year training program is 
being carried out which Will help high school 
students acquaint themselves with the nuts 
and ‘bolts of professional hospitality. 
Philadelphia has put the welcome mat 
out for people of color. When you make a 
meeting or vacation move, be sure to let 
your bucks book to the Philly beat,

Maximize your social 
security benefits now 


Don't wait until you need Social 
Security-to- find-out- how- the program 
works. If you or your spouse are nearing 
retirement age, Michael A. Zuccaro, CPA 
and president of the Firelands Chapter of 
The Society of CPAs recommends that 
you take the time now to find out how 
much you have contributed to Social 
Security and to estimate your benefits 
This will help you to plan a more secure 
financial future. 

WHO QUALIFIES FOR BENEFITS? 

Generally, individuals who are at least 
62 years of age and who have paid into 
the Social Security system qualify for 
benefits. Currently, full retirement 
benefits are provided at age’65. 

However, at the age at which an in- 
dividual qualifies for full benefits is 
gradually increasing. By the year 2027, 
you will have to be age 67 to receive full 
Social Security retirement benefits 

Social Security also offers survivor 
benefits to widows or widowers who are 
at least age 60 or older; age 50 and 
disabled; or any age and caring for achild 
who is under 16 or permanently disabled. 
The amount of the benefit is based on the 
amounts contributed by the wage earner. 

Disability insurance is also available 
through the Social Security system. If you 
are unable to work because of an injury 
or illness expected to last a year of 
longer, you may be entitled to Social 
Security benefits. 

HOW SOCIAL SECURITY CREDITS 
ARE EARNED 

To claim Social Security retirement 
benefits, a person must be "fully insured." 
This means you must have worked (in 
covered employment) 40 quarters-- 
usually about 10 years--during your 
lifetime 

The amount of income needed to earn 
a quarter of coverage, or one credit, 
varies for each year. Prior to 1978, earn- 


ings of at least $50 in any calendar 
quarter earned one credit. Since 1978, 
the earning requirement has gradually 
increased. 

As of Jan., 1, 1993, you receive one 
credit for every $590 of earnings. How- 
ever, you cannot earn over four credits in 
one year. Keep in mind, too, that quarters 
of coverage are credited regardless of 
when the money was earned during the 
year. 

So, for example, if you earned $3,000 
during the first four months of this year 
and don't expect to earn any additional 
income for the remainder of the year, you 
will still have earned four quarters of 
coverage for 1993. 

CALCULATING THE BENEFIT 
AMOUNT 

Your date of birth, the type of benefit 
for which you are applying, and your 
average lifetime earnings determine the 
amount of your Social Security benefit. In 
calculating your average earnings, the 
lowest five years of annual earnings are 
not counted 

If you and your spouse have both 
contributed to Social Security and you 
have been married for at least a year, you 
may claim your benefits based on

~ ._ HOW DOES THE NEW LAW AF- 


FECT YOUR RETIREMENT 
MONEY? 

In the past, when you retired or 
left your company and received a 
lump sum distribution from your 
retirement plan, you had 60 days in 
which to roll over your money into 
another retirement plan and con- 
tinue to defer taxes on the entire 
distribution. 

That's all changed now, thanks 
to the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Amendments Act of 1992, 
which became effective January 1, 
1993. This new law requires 
employers to withhold 20% of most 
retirement plan distributions unless 
the employee elects to roll over the 
distribution directly into an IRA or 
other qualified retirement plan. 

in other words, if you don't direct 
your money to an appropriate plan 
beforehand, chances are good that 
you'll only receive 80% of your total 
distribution. What's more, the 20% 
withheld could be lost permanently 
in taxes and penalties. 

That's what happened to Tom 
Morris. When he decided to change 
jobs, he asked his company to send 
him the $100,000 Jump sum payout 
from his retirement plan. He in- 
tended to roll funds over into IRA

after he got settled in his new job. 
Unfortunately, because of the new 
law, his company withheld 20% and 
he received ‘a’ check for only 
$80,000. 


In order to continue deferring 
taxes on the $80,000, Tom then 
immediately rolled it into an IRA. 
But, here's the catch: Because he 
only rolled over $80,000, the 
$20,000 that was withheld was.con- 
sidered by the IRS to be a distribu- 
tion and therefore subject to 
taxation. 

Tom's $20,000 was hit with a 
31% income tax ($6,200);plus a 
10% penaltyrfor early withdrawal, 
since he is only 50 years old 
($2,000); plus a 5% state tax 
($1,000). That adds up to $9,200 
that he'll never see again, And, if 
you account for 12 months of lost 
interest on that money at a modest 
5% interest rate, that's an additional 
$1,000. That's a total of over 
$10,000 lost in unnecessary taxes 
and penalties. 

HOW TO AVOID THE TOM 
MORRIS SYNDROME 

How could Tom Morris have kept 


* his retirement money intact? Once 


he received his pay out check, he 
could have rolled the entire 
$100,000 into an IRA, but that 
would have required him to make 
up the-$20,000 that was withheld 
from his own pocket. Chances are 
good that he'd be able to recoup the 
$20,000 in his next year's tax 
returns. 

A better, and easier; option 
would be to avoid the 20% withhold- 
ing completely by asking his 
employer to deposit his distribution 
directly into an IRAor other qualified 
retirement plan, such as his new 
employer's 401 (k).

He claims to have helped five 
students who worked in his store go 
to college.

your own Social Security record or 
based on your spouse's record. You 
are entitled to receive benefits 
under the more favorable method. 

If you claim a benefit based on 
your spouse's earnings, the most 
you can receive at age 65 is 50 
percent of your spouse's benefit. (If 
you opt to collect benefits at age 62, 
the benefits are fixed at 37 1/2 per- 
cent of your spouse’s earnings.) If 
you are due a larger benefit based 
on your own earnings, you should 
make that claim. 

Consider these examples. If 
John Doe is eligible to receive 
$1,000 in Social Security a month, 
his wife Jane, age 65, could claim a 
benefit of $500 a month, even if she 
doesn't qualify for Social Security 
based on her won earnings. If Jane 
were age 62, she would receive 
only $375 per month. 

if Jane's own earnings entitled 
her to a benefit of $700 a month, 
she would be better off making a 
Social Security claim on her gown 
record, 

since the benefit is larger than if 
she filed based on her husband's 
record. In either case, Jane's 
spouse would still be entitled to his 
$1,000 benefit. 

What if Jane and John Doe were 
divorced? If they were married for 
at least 10 years, Jane may still 


_yglaim. benefits based onthe. earn: 
“Ings of 6x-spouse, John, as long as 


the benefit amount would be more 
favorable than if she made the 
same claim based on her own 


record. 

EARNINGS LIMIT 

Unearned income, such as in- 
vestment or pension income, does 
not reduce your benefit. However, 
earned income, including self- 


employment income, can result ina 
reduction in your-benefits depend- 
ing on your age and the amount of 
wages or self-employment income 
your received. 

In 1993, those under age 65 can 
earn up to $7,680 without a reduc- 
tion in benefits ; for every $2 over 
the limit $1 is withheld from 
benefits. Those between the ages 
of 65 and 69 can earn up to $10,560 
without a reduction’in benefits; for 
every $3 over the limit, $1 is with- 
held from benefits. If you're age 70 
or older, you can earn any amount 
without a reduction in benefits. 

CLAIMING YOUR BENEFITS 

To claim your benefits, you must 
apply to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration either in person or over 
the phone. 

You may have your Social 
Security check deposited directly 
into your checking or savings ac- 
count. However; if you move or set 
up a new bank account, don't close 
your old account until the Social 
Security office sends a check to the 
new account or your new location. 

If you close a bank account 
before the Social Security office has 
recorded a new mailing address for 
your check, the check will automat- 
ically be returned to the Social 
Security office-and-you-won't-see it 
again unless you ask for it. 

Finally, The Ohio Society urges 
you to obtain and: review an es- 
timate of your Social Security retire- 
ment, disability and survivor 
benefits at least every three years, 
To do so, contact your Social 
Securi ~and ask tor Form 
SSA-700-PC, Request for Earnings 
and Benefit Estimate. ;

The purpose is to identify title 
problems before the real estate 
transaction is completed. Without 
a title search, forged deeds, mis- 
takes in the public record, or un- 
disclosed liens on the property 
could later-affect ownership of the 
property. 

Many home buyers mistakenly 
believe that the title insurance re- 
quired by their lender is all they 
need to protect their investment. 
However, there are tow types of 
title insurance: one to protect the 
lender and one to protect the 
buyer.

defend against any attack on the 
title as insured. 


Before purchasing title in- 


surance, consumers should shop 
around to get the best policy and 
price, While a mortgage lender 
normally works with a particular 
title insurance company, the 
lender should not object if the 
buyer wants to purchase title in- 
surance from another reputable 
company. 


Also, home buyers can contact 


their state insurance department, 
Better Business Bureau, or local 
consumer protection agency to in- 
quire about the number, type and 
resolution of complaints lodged 
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against title insurance companies 
they are considering.

“Parents. call. them accidents, But because of up to 90 
percent of these events are preventable, you can't call them 
accidents," she said. 

Information compiled by the Department of Highway

And in terms of fire safety, 80 percent of people use smoke 
detectors, but as much as 50 percent of detectors don't 
function properly, Young said. She added that among low-in- 
come people and minorities the use of preventive eet! 

As a result, the National SAF 
KIDS Campaign says African-American and poor children are 
far more likely to die from unintentional injuries than other

NCAA appears 
to be nit-picky 
over top recruit

The Ohio State University’s director of 
athletics and head coach said during a 
ress conference Monday, they were em- 
arrassed and concerned about the na- 
ture of which violations occurred-during 
the recruiting of Damon Flint, but will 
appeal to restore his eligibility. 

According to the NCAA Eligibility Com- 
mittee, there were "several violations" 
that provided Ohio State with "a recruiting 
advantage when considered collective-

Ayers and James L. Jones said they 
believe the NCAA rules and bylaws are 
confusing and there were times the 
Eligibility Committee and Violations 
Committee interpreted the bylaws dif- 
ferently. It has not been determined _ if 
disciplinary action will be taken against 
the university for these infractions.

Prior to the university's self-reported 
violation, the NCAA had sent an inves- 
tigator to Ohio State with inquiries about 
the recruiting of Damon Flint, After Ohio 
State reviewed their recruiting of Flint, the 
reported’a violation on Feb. 18, 1992 to 
the NCAA. 

These apparent violations are: 

On October 30, 1991, Flint, Ohio 
State's top recruit out of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
accompanied by several individual and 
high school head coach were invited in 
on an unofficial visit to the university, but 
was later given approximately $60 for the 
meal they received at Damon's Res- 
taurant, located on Olentangy River 
Road: NCAA rules states Ohio State also 
should have not been involved in any 
off-campus recruiting activity. 

Ayers said that most of their official 
luncheons are taken-place“at Damons, 
therefore he considered the restaurant a 
part of the university. "We used to go to 
the golf course to eat," said Ayers. "The 
Ramada is an isolated part of the Univer- 
sity. At the time | didn't think we were 
considering it off-campus. I'just found out 
that some of the frat houses are con- 
sidered off-campus. It was an honest mis- 
take." Ayers said that none of his prior 
recruiting interviews had ever taken place 
at Damon's. 

Ohio would not confirm or deny reports 
that on December 9, 1991, Ayers visited 
a practice at Flint's high school where he 
conducted his radio show. During the 
show, the Eligibility Staff said an assistant 
coach had 

brought some hamburgers back to the 
school to eat and it is not certain, but Flint 
may have eaten one of them. The NCAA 
is considering that impermissible contact 
with Flint. 

. These visits, which was not con- 
sidered a visits by Ayers, were to be the 
only contact the university was to have 
with Flint the NCAA said. But on October 
9, 1992, Flint made what was intended as 
his official paid visit to the university. 
Additional violations occurred in Flint's 
senior year in high school, the university 
did not properly identify the first three 
in-person contacts. 

After Ayers had, according to the 
NCAA used up his contacts with Flint, a 
brief face-to-face contact with Flint at 
Woodward high school concerning a 
death in the family, on September 20, 
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NCAA refuses to restore Flint’s eligibility

briefly with Flint's grandmother during. a 
preparation session at the school for the 
Division | Men's Basketball Champion- 
ship in Cincinnati. 

"1 still hold Randy inhigh regard,” said 
Jones. "| have no reason to believe 
Randy is not of high integrity We are 
doubling our efforts to educate all of our 
staff. We all are guilty when we violate a 
rule (not just Randy Ayers).” 

“Expressing your condolences and 
saying hello to his grandmother should 
not be considered contact, Jones said. 
“That is our view is normal civility." Under 
the NCAArules, "normal civility" does not 
constitute improper recruitment. Ohio 
State strongly believes that a coach brief 
ly expressing condolences to a young 
man-over the tragic and untimely death 
of his mother is “normal civility" 


On September 11, 1992, an assistant 
coach had contact with Flint, ata prac- 
tice at the youth's high school. A week 
later part of the coaching staff made an 
in-person home visit to Flint and his fami- 
ly. A month later, Ayers had a face-to- 
face 30 minutes conversation with Flint at 
the high school. 

"| think this was an honest mistake and 
people are @ntitled to mistakes," said 
Ayers, who stated he thought about 
resigning from his post. "This falls on-‘my 
shoulder and | take full responsibility. 
This impacts us lang term. With the 
guards we have we can be competitive.
